Kenneth Kirk Elected First 
Chairman of District Hospital 
As Board Meets to Organize 
Kenneth Kirk, long-time civic worker of Palm Springs 
who served its chairman of t he recent successful campaign 
for formation of the Desert Hospital District, was chosen 
I chairman of the district’s board of directors at its first 
session. 
The office of the secretary will 
he filled by another person close­ 
ly associated with the welfare of 
the l o c a l 'hospital services— 
Florian Boyd, city councilman 
and chairman of the campaign 
in 1945 that raised nearly $200,­ 
000 as a Community hospital 
building fund. This fund made 
possible the establishing of the 
Community hospital in March of 
1940 when the building at Tor- 
ney hospital became available. 
THE FIVE DIRECTORS, ap ­ 
pointed recently by supervisors, 
drew straws at the hearing to de­ 
termine length of their terms. 
Directors Boyd ahd Harry Ply- 
mire of Desert Hot Springs drew 
the two-year terms, and Direct­ 
ors Kirk. Frank Bennett and O. A. 
Torgerson of Cathedral City, 
three-year terms. This means 
that in two years the first two 
will come up for election within 
the district in the same manner 
as School district trustees, and 
the other .three will be up for 
election in three years. 
Preliminary discussion of the 
board's duties and powers was 
held at the initial meeting, it 
was learned from Chairman Kirk. 
Although the district has been 
formally established and the 
board of directors appointed, first 
tax revenue is not available un ­ 
til aflcr July 1, 1949. Until that 
time at least the Community hos­ 
pital will continue to operate the 
hospital which the district will 
take over. 
Frank Bennett, member of the 
district board, is president of the 
Community Hospital association. 
WITHIN the next two or three 
months the hoard must estimate 
the operating costs of the hos­ 
pital in the fiscal year 1949-50 
as the necessary tax rate is 
levied by county supervisors, on 
behalf of the district, after July 
1. First tax collections on this 
rate are to be made in the first 
county payment due next Dee. 5. 
Within a reasonable lime after 
that the first actual allotment of 
funds will be m ade to the newly- 
formed district. Often in the case 
of new district such as this, how­ 
ever. advances of tax funds are 
obtained to bridge the gap bp- 
tween July 1 and the time when 
money is available. 
The Community hospital is re­ 
questing half a year's funds from 
the Community C h e s t which 
opens its drive here within the 
next two weeks.

Waring said he has been giving 
it some serious thought hut that 
all he could say about his plans 
now was that he would do the 
best he knew how. 
"First off. I’m going to do a 
litllc listening for a while and 
see what goes on. I’ve got my 
own views, of course, hut they 
line up with what’s best for my 
district and for the Village as 
a whole. That latter is going to 
be my main objective.” 
Waring, who has been leasing 
land on the reservation for some 
lime, knows I he Indians well 
and knows their problems and 
has their confidence. 
"They are going to get my 
help from first to last," lie said. 
"Anyway, just figure it this 
way—the council job is new to 
me but you can bet that I’ll do 
my best to merit the honor they 
gave me.”

Fatal Argument 
As result of what police say 
was a family feud of five-year 
standing, one brother, member 
of a well known local Indian 
family, was dead and the other 
is under arrest on suspicion of 
fratricide. 
In custody of the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation pendihg in­ 
vestigation and a coroner's in­ 
quest today or tomorrow is Rohert 
Saubel, 32. Morongo Reservation 
Indian, employed as a laborer on 
the Indian reservation here. 
Richard Satibcl. 23. lies at Wei- 
fel’s Mortuary, the victim, of a 
fatal knife wound that plunged 
through his heart. 
IN CHARGE of the investiga­ 
tion Is Harold Higgins, FBI agent 
called into 1 he case because the 
murder look place on the reser­ 
vation. Assisting in questioning 
of the suspect and the two eye­ 
witnesses to the knifing are Po­ 
lice Officers Jim Maynard. Dale 
Thompson. Sergeant Lux and 
others on the midnight to eight 
a. m. shift. 
The witnesses to the slaving, 
Tillie Saubel wife of the victim 
and Vincent Saubel, a cousin, 
told police they did not actually 
sec the knife tnrust that resulted 
in the death of the young Indian. 
The three. Richard. Vincent 
and Tillie had just driven tip to 
the home they occupy after a 
midnight automobile ride. When 
the rar came to a stop, both Mrs. 
Saubel and Vincent told police, 
RobPrt approached and engaged 
his brother in conversation. 
"He wanted Richard to drive 
him to San Bernardino tomor­ 
row.’’ Mrs. Saubel said, "but my 
husband refused. 
ANGRY WORDS ensued and 
Richard Saubel left the automo­ 
bile to continue the argument 
face to face with his brother, 
Mrs. Saubel said. 
Suddenly, she said, her hus­ 
band called for help. 
"It was dark and I couldn't see 
if Richard was badly hurt,” she 
told police. 
However, when she was unable 
to assist the prone Richard to his 
feel, she called for Vincent to 
come and help her. 
WHEN POLICE arrived Richard 
was dead. The older brother was 
arrested at the home of a friend 
later. At the police station yes­ 
terday morning. Saubel said he 
did not know what took place 
and refused to believe that his 
brother was dead. 
The weapon used in the mur­ 
der was not found yesterday and 
still was being sought by police.

Juvejiile Program 
Proving that Palm Springs is 
“doing" something about its ju­ 
venile work instead of just "talk­ 
ing" ahout it, was shown today 
in figures made public showing 
that 05 per cent of the 1949 Palm 
Springs Community Chest goes 
directly into youth and home 
welfare activities. 
Four of the six* agencies for 
which funds will be sought in 
the campaign to open within the 
next two weeks are youth and 
family agencies, and the fifth 
is the Desert Museum which is 
conceded to he of great educa­ 
tional value to hundreds of 
youngsters enjoying its 
field 
trips and exhibits, according to 
Lvlc Newcomer, president of the 
Chest: 
, 
THE FOUR DIRECT youtll and 
family agencies are Boy Scouts. 
Girl Scouts. Boys Club and the 
Welfare and Friendly Aid which 
not only carries on a far-reach­ 
ing charitabjo program giving 
aid to hundreds of stranded and 
destitute families each year, hut 
also conducts the Youth Center 
which is a model for similar ac­ 
tivities in many parts of South­ 
ern California. 
"It is typical of a resort city 
that recreational activities for 
youth are fewer than in most 
other communities, so the youth 
programs here are vastly more 
important in our chest financ­ 
ing." the chest leader said. 
"Our residents and business 
people have shown by their gen­ 
erous giv ing in the past that they 
realize this problem and are in 
hearty accord with the valuable 
work being done by the youth 
agencies with the help of these 
funds. Without these contribu­ 
tions. the scores of fine volun­ 
teers who actually direct the 
broad programs of activities for 
the youngsters and teen-agers,” 
he added. 
OF THE S43.000 total budget 
for the 1949 campaign, $25,000 
will he allocated to the youth and 
family 
agencies. 
Desert 
Hot 
Springs and Cathedral City which 
benefit from the youth programs 
of the Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts 
also will assist in raising- the 
funds. 
The sixth agency of the Chest 
this year is the Community Hos­ 
pitalWhich has applied for $10,­ 
000 to help carry its merry serv­ 
ices through the first six months 
of the year until tax revenue, 
made possible by the recent for­ 
mation of the Desert Hospital 
District, is available. Last year 
the Hospital requested $23.000 
from the Chest. Toward this 
amount Cathedral City and Des­ 
ert Hot Springs also will con­ 
tribute since the hospital serves 
their communities as well as 
Palm Springs.

Hospital Chiefs 


To Meet in City 


More than 90 officials of dis­ 
trict hospitals in California will 
assemble here Thursday for an 
important two-day conference out 
of which may grow a permanent 
organization devoted to improve­ 
ment of hospital services and 
sponsoring of necessary legisla­ 
tion.High on the agenda of the 
parley Is a discussion of what of 
feet Proposition No. 4—the aged 
and blind initiative on the Nov. 
2 ballot—will have on district 
hospitals, but up to late last 
night Kenneth Kirk, chairman 
of the committee on arrange­ 
ments. had been unable to find 
anyone who can speak authori­ 
tatively on the subject. He has 
hoon in contact with the gover­ 
nor’s office three times recently 
and was following new leads 
yesterday which he hopes will 
yield a speaker. 
WITH THE California legisla­ 
ture meeting this week, rmich of 
the discussion at the conference 
here is expected to revolve 
around necessary changes in tlie* 
hospital district laws. The legis­ 
lation was drawn at the close 
of the war to encourage local 
areas to finance hospitals and it 
is known that several changes 
and additions must he made to 
smooth ut rough spots in the dis­ 
trict operation. 
One of the principal talks of 
the conference will he given by 
Dr. Jay J. Crane, counselor of the 
American Medical Association 
for Southern California. Equally 
interesting will be panel discus­ 
sions by five district hospital ad­ 
ministrators and five chiefs of 
staff, covering their separate 
parts of the hospital work. 
HEADQUARTERS will he es­ 
tablished at the Desert Inn. Delé­ 
galos and their wives will reg­ 
ister in between 3 and 10 p. in.. 
Thursday. Most of the group «ill 
he lodged at the Desert Inn hut 
some will be assigned to rooms 
elsewhere in the Village. 
Business sessions will start 
early Friday morning and con­ 
tinue throughout the day. It is 
thought probable additional time 
will he needed Saturday morn­ 
ing to complete the program. 
Chairman Kirk has been as­ 
sisted in arrangements for the 
event hv Attv. Lyle Newcomer. 


County-wide basic zoning for 
all of Riverside county—objec­ 
tive of a 12-year fight by Palm 
Springs leaders—became a re­ 
ality late Friday night when 
board of supervisors adopted by 
a four to one vote a bitterly-dis- 
; puted zoning law. 
j The ordinance becomes effec­ 
tive alter the ordinary 30-day ad­ 
vertising period. Adoption of the 
law was one of the final acts of 
the board of supervisors before 
it re-organized with advent of 
two new members, both residents 
of the City of Riverside. 
SUPERVISORS voting for the 
law. which includes a permit 
system on 38 categories of heavy 
industry, one of these being ce­ 
ment plants, were James Easley 
of Palm Springs. Arthur Woirick 
of C o r o n a , Floyd Gilmore of 
Hemet and Walter Pittman of 
Riverside. Supervisor Ed Hill of 
Riverside, after voting for certain 
portions of the ordinance in the 
section-hy-section voting as re­ 
quired on such an ordinance, 
voted against the law as a whole, 
giving the four-to-one division. 
A delegation of nearly 73 Palm 
Springs residents attended and 
nearly a dozen of them made 
presentations on behalf of the 
law. Other groups urging its 
adoption were from Desert Hot 
¡.Springs. Cathedral City, Thous­ 
and Palms. Rancho Mirage. Palm 
Desert. Indio. Coachella. Thermal. 
Idyllwllri, West Riverside and 
scattered other communities of 
the county. The same groups 
from the extreme western crul of 
the county who have bitterly 
fought the zoning law proposal 


and demanded that it he laid 
over for consideration by the new 
hoard of supervisors, reiterated 
their opposition. 
THE NEW LAW has several in­ 
fluences on the current contro­ 
versy over establishing of a ce- 
menf mill by S. A. Guiberson, 
Texas oil man, near the Palm 
Springs railway station. 
When the ordinance becomes 
effective, the lawsuit started by 
Guiherson's attorneys in U. S. 
federal court at Los Angeles at­ 
tacking the local zoning ordi­ 
nance adopted last summer to 
protect the desert from indus­ 
trialization. will be automatic­ 
ally ended. The new county-wide 
law definitely repealed the exist­ 
ing desert zoning act. thus leav­ 
ing no basis for the Federal court 
action. 
THEN. IF HE SO CHOOSES. 
Guiberson may apply to the Riv- 
ersitle county planning commis­ 
sion for a permit to establish his 
cement, plant at the same loca­ 
tion as previously proposed. The 
commission must hold two hear­ 
ings on the application at which 
both proponents and opponents 
may he heard, and refer the m at­ 
ter to supervisors for action. 
Thereafter the supervisors must 
hold another public hearing, tak­ 
ing evidence for and against the 
permit request, and finally take 
action approving or denying it. 
In the meantime, the planning 
commission has recommended is­ 
suance of 1 ho permit, it can also 
impose strict regulations under 
which the plant could operate. 
These could cover any antici-
